The big boys want the Old 
Age Pension to cost the least pos­ 
sible. The leas it costs the less 
they will have to pay. If it is 
paid it must be paid from taxes. 
It would be fine if we could put 
the tax so it would hurt nobody 
and please everybody. A tax is 
seldom pleasant to one who pays 
it. 
I made my position clear dur­ 
ing consideration of tax measures 
for the purpose. A wide range of 
light levies would be particularly 
burdensome to nobody. Such a 
measure was Senate amendments 
to House Bill 46. Besides it would 
have got the Job done. I was one 
of twenty-three house members 
voting for that. 
But an ideal tax is impossible. 
It must be one that will get the 
money and one that we can pass. 
If it will not raise the money or 
if we cannot pass it then talking 
about it is mere politics. 
I voted for a raise of four cents 
a barrel on the crude oil produc­ 
tion tax and a stiff increase in 
the tax on the production of na­ 
tural gas. Thesa levies have the 
merit that eighty per cent of the 
tax would be paid by people out­ 
side the state. I voted for a twen­ 
ty-five percent increase in the 
sulphur tax. This may have been 
unwise. Wc are now getting a 
half million less revenue from a 
seventy-five 
cent 
sulphur 
tax 
than we got fro ma fifty-five cent 
tax. 
I voted against a tax of fifteen 
cents a pound on oleomargerine. 
At the present rate we collectel 
from this tax last year $7.50. The 
most we could hope to get at the 
increased rate would be $21.50. I 
voted against the Chain Store 
tax. If this law stands the test 
of the courts it will bring a pos­ 
sible half million in revenue to 
the State and will cost the people 
of Texas ten millions in the in­ 
creased cost of food. We can pro­ 
tect our independent merchants 
against unfair competition w ith­ 
out such a burden on the people. 
Besides I want revenue m ea­ 
sures to bring revenue to the 
i State, not to somebody else. 
| 
With these minor exceptions I 
voted for all tax propositions to 
ipay the Old Age Pension. I obey­ 
ed your mandate at the polls. 
Hence' 
the 
propaganda. 
The 
best way to prevent the payment 
of the pension is to defeat those 
who tried to pay it.
